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Floyd man killed in Va. pile-up

CARROLL COUNTY, Va. - A 
Floyd County man was among three 
killed Easter Sunday in a 95 -vehicle pile- 
up on Interstate 77 in Southwest Virgin- 
ia. 

William M. Sosebee, 33, of Allen, 



was a passenger in a vehicle that collided 
with a tractor-trailer in the southbound 
lanes of 1-77 and died at the scene, 
according to news reports. 

Virginia State Police officials report- 
edly said that dense fog and excessive 
speed was the cause of the 17 different 
crashes, in which three people were 
killed and more than 25 others injured. 

Sgt. Michael Conroy with the Vir- 



ginia State Police told television report- 
ers that there was an incident in the front 
and then the other drivers couldn’t stop 
in time. Drivers said they could barely 
see anything when the chain reaction 
collisions started, according to reports. 

The pile-up reportedly began at 
approximately 1 p.m. Sunday between 
mile markers 6 and 5 of the southbound 
lane of the interstate in Fancy Gap. Six to 



eight of the vehicles at the center of the 
pile-up caught fire, reports said. 

Approximately a 30-mile stretch of 
1-77 was closed for several hours to 
allow wreckers, rescue workers and 
emergency personnel on the scene, 
which Conroy estimated stretched

CVE 
officer 
pleads 
not guilty

LOUISA — Kentucky Com- 
mercial Vehicle Enforcement offi- 
cer Darvin Marsillett pleaded not 
guilty at his arraignment in Law- 
rence District Court March 27 and 
is scheduled for a pretrial hearing 
April 10. 

Marsillett is charged with 
fourth-degree assault in connec- 
tion with a Feb. 21 arrest in Law- 
rence County in which the owner 
of three coal trucks, Bobby J. 
Adkins Jr. of Fort Gay, W.Va. 
was cited for traffic violations and 
additionally charged with multi- 
ple offenses, including assault of 
the officer and obstructing gov- 
ernmental operations and the 
trucks were impounded. 

Marsillett is represented by 
attorney C. David Mussetter of 
Catlettsburg, who said he would 
be filing a motion to dismiss the 
charge and also asked that Law- 
rence County Attorney Mike 
Hogan recuse himself as prosecu- 
tor because he had become 
involved in the case when he went 
to the scene of the traffic stop. 

District Court Judge Susan 
Mullins Johnson said she couldn’t 
imagine that Hogan would want 
to be involved in the case. 

“I planned to prosecute the 
case,” Hogan said. “I was not a 
witness, so there is no reason why 
I should recuse myself.”

Legislation by area lawmakers 
approved during session

FRANKFORT — Bills by state Reps. Greg 
Stumbo and Hubert Collins, and Sen. Johnny Ray 
Turner were among those passed by the General 
Assembly during its 2013 session that ended last 
week. 

Five bills sponsored by Stumbo, a Prestonsburg 
Democrat who is also House speaker, were approved 
by both chambers during the session. 

Among those was House Bill 1 , which supporters 
say will boost transparency and accountability for 



the more than 1,200 special taxing districts across 
the state. 

The bill will put education and ethics rules in 
place for special districts and create an online central 
registry to publicly disclose their annual budgets and 
other pertinent information. The bill will require the 
taxing districts to submit budget reports to fiscal 
courts. 

If a special district wants to impose a new fee or 
increase the rate of an existing tax, it will need to 
hold a public hearing in conjunction with a fiscal

BETSY LAYNE - Officials are 
searching for a female who bran- 
dished a weapon and demanded 
cash at Velocity Market in the Betsy 
Layne community of Floyd County 
Saturday night.

MARTHA — Two people were 
arrested in Lawrence County March 
30 for allegedly manufacturing 
methamphetamine while being 
served with an indictment from 
Johnson County. 

Tiffany R. Beverly, 23, and Rob- 
ert Parker, 29, both of Martha, are 
charged with manufacturing meth- 
amphetamine. 

Beverly and Parker were also 
served with indictments from John- 
son County in which she is charged 
with first-degree possession of a 
controlled substance and he is 
charged with operating a motor vehi- 



cle under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs (aggravating circumstances) 
and persistent felony offender. 

According to the police report, 
Lawrence County chief sheriff’s 
deputy Mark Wheeler went to 21668 
Highway 32 in Louisa to serve Bev- 
erly and Parker with indictments and 
investigate a possible meth lab. 

Beverly and Parker were located 
inside a closet and were advised of 
their rights, but waived them and 
signed consent to search, the report 
said. 

“A child was present in the home 
at the time of the arrest,” Wheeler 
said. “I have to contact social ser- 
vices today to let them know what 
happened.” 

Wheeler said in the report that a 



bowl used the night before to make 
meth, along with tubing, coffee fil- 
ters, lighter fluid, Sudafed blister- 
pack, a mason jar, syringes, light 
bulbs and a hairdryer used to dry 
meth along with other items used in 
meth making and using were found 
inside the couple’s bedroom. 

Beverly and Parker told Wheeler 
that two men came to the residence 
at midnight and cooked meth and 
she was aware and let them finish, 
according to the report. They used 
items of hers and Parker’s, and she 
also smoked some when she was 
alone, the report said. 

Parker said in the report that he 
helped during the meth making pro- 
cess and then used meth afterward. 

Beverly and Parker were arrested 



in Johnson County October 25, 
2012, in the Brown Branch area of 
Sitka on charges involving a meth 
lab. 

A press release issued by the 
Johnson County Sheriff’s Office at 
the time said the rental property 
owner asked them to check the loca- 
tion for a possible meth lab. After 
being granted a consent to search, 
the officers, once inside the resi- 
dence, discovered an active meth lab 
in a bedroom and remnants of an 
older lab as well as various items 
used in the manufacturing of meth- 
amphetamine. 

An indictment was issued against

Mussetter said he plans 
on filing the motions to have 
Hogan recuse himself and 
for dismissal of the charge. 

Adkins was originally 
scheduled to appear in court 
for a preliminary hearing of 
the charges against him, but 
was indicted by the Law- 
rence County Grand Jury 
prior to the preliminary 
hearing. 

Marsillett was served 
with a subpoena to produce 
documentation regarding 
the arrest for an upcoming 
event scheduled in Law- 
rence Circuit Court April 2 
in the Adkins’ case. 

Adkins, 34, of Louisa, 
was indicted March 8 on 
charges of third-degree 
assault, obstructing govern- 
mental operations, resisting 
arrest, license to be in pos- 
session, no registration 
receipt and failure to pro- 
duce insurance. 

According to the indict- 



ment, on or about Feb. 21, 
Adkins allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully caused 
physical injury or attempted 
to cause physical injury to 
Marsillett, who attempted to 
place the defendant under 
arrest; used or threatened to 
use violence, force or physi- 
cal interference against 
Marsillett in the discharge 
of his duty as a police offi- 
cer; attempted to prevent 
Marsillett from affecting an 
arrest while he was acting in 
official capacity as a police 
officer; failed to have his 
operator’s license when 
requested to produce the 
license and was operating a 
motor vehicle without the 
registration receipt issued 
by the Kentucky Transpor- 
tation Cabinet through the 
county clerk, which should 
be constantly in his posses- 
sion; and failed to display 
the registration receipt on 
the rear registration plate of 
the motor vehicle; and failed 
to keep an insurance card.

Beverly on March 20 for first- 
degree possession of a con- 
trolled substance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Nov. 5, 
2012, Beverly was allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully in 



possession of a scheduled con- 
trolled substance, metham- 
phetamine. 

Beverly and Parker were 
taken into custody, then after 
being booked were transport- 
ed to the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in Johnson 
County. 



Supplemental reports 
filed by the officers who 
made the traffic stop alleged 
that Adkins became irate 
and refused to leave the 
scene and after multiple 
attempts to get him to leave 
were unsuccessful, he was 
taken into custody, but not 
without incident. Adkins 
allegedly made an attempt 
to strike the officer, the 
report said. 

Adkins filed a complaint 
Feb. 25 against Marsillett, 
alleging that the officer 
“without provocation put 
affiant in a headlock, 
slammed him on the ground 
and slammed his knee to his 
skull and back of neck.” 

CVE officers claim 
Hogan arrived on the scene 
of the traffic stop and tried 
to interfere in the situation. 
Hogan said in an interview 
with The Big Sandy News 
that he went to the scene “to 
assist with the situation” 
after being contacted by 
Adkins’ father. He also said 
Adkins had originally come 
to the scene in order to pro- 
vide proof to the officers 
that the trucks were legal to 
operate, but they refused it.

Sex Offender Registration 
And Notification 

Under Kentucky law, everyone convicted of a felony sex offense 
(and all sex offenses against a child) must register with the local 
probation officer upon release. The period of registration is 10 
years or lifetime depending upon the offender’s criminal history. 
The offender must notify the appropriate officer before they move. 
Failure to comply with these registration requirements is a felony. 

Community notification is now done by the Kentucky State 
Police. Their website has information about every registered sex 
offender in the state.

Child Advocacy Centers Help Children

Currently, when a child discloses that she or he has been sexually 
abused, the child and family is required to go through a series of 
revolving doors. Following the disclosure, the child will be interviewed 
at the police station, social services, and the prosecutor’s office; a 
medical examination could be performed at the hospital emergency 
room, doctor’s office or health department; and counseling appoint- 
ments would be held at a therapist’s office. The Child Advocacy Center 
will allow for all these appointments to be held at one location that is 
comfortable for the child. 

Domestic Violence and Your Child 

In homes where physical, mental, or emotional abuse of children 
occurs, unfortunately, it is all too often that domestic violence is also 
present. How can you tell if a child may be living in a violent home? 
Here are some warning signs: 

For preschool children they include: 

• Frequent crying 

• Wanting to be held all the time or stiffening when held 

• Frequent hitting, biting or kicking 

• Stuttering 

• Regression (for example, a return to thumb-sucking or bed -wet- 
ting) 

For school-age children, they include 

• Trouble concentrating at school 

• Unusual knowledge of sex or violence for their age 

• Fighting, bullying or self-abuse 

• Stealing, cheating or lying 

• Regression (seeking constant attention, using ‘‘baby talk” etc.) 

For teenagers, they include: 

• Running away from home or dropping out of school 

• STDs (sexually transmitted diseases), teen pregnancy or prostitu- 
tion 

• Joining a gang, committing crimes, using weapons 

• Problems with alcohol, tobacco or other drugs 

• Talking about or attempting suicide 

Children in violent homes are at special risk for emotional and 
developmental problems.

How The Blue 
Ribbon

Began... 

(The following letter (courte- 
sy of the Virginia Coalition for 
Child Abuse Prevention) is from 
the founder of Blue Ribbon 
Day. 

Dear Advocate for 
the Child: 

NO! It isn’t true! It 
simply cannot be 
true! They are 
telling me that 
my grand- 
son is 

dead 

they are 
wrong! There has been 
some mistake. ..Bubba is fine... 
but deep in my heart, I knew it 
was true for I have not seen him 
in... weeks. It’s been so long 
since I sat by his side in the 
hospital. Of course I knew 
something was wrong as I sat 
there. I saw fear on his face, the 
bruises on his body, and the 
healing cigarette burns on his 
hands. His doctor did not 
believe my daughter’s story... 
‘‘he fell in slippery water in the 
bathtub”.../ felt sick... I didn’t 
understand. ..Are my grand- 
daughters all right? Where are 
they? 

I only had one child. She was 
my beautiful little girl. She was 
the light of our eyes. WE knew 
she had entered into a stormy 
marriage, for we brought her 
home several times in the five 
years the marriage lasted. We 
suspected heavy use of drugs. . . 
BUT... in those five years three 
beautiful, healthy children had 
been born. I love them dearly, 
and they loved me. The chil- 
dren were 16 months, 3 years 
and 4 years old. 

After the ordeal at the hospi- 
tal my grandson was placed 
into foster care for three weeks. 
He cried when they came to 
take him back to his mother. He 
told his foster mother, ‘‘my 
mama don’t love me” and he 
begged to stay. I ached for his 
dilemma. I was not physically 
able to care for him. The courts 
seemed to believe that home 
was the best place for him... but 
I knew better and I told them. I 
begged them not to return him 
to his mother. But, I was over- 
ruled. My instinct as a grand- 
mother did not count. 

I never saw Bubba again. My 
16 month old granddaughter 
was hospitalized after being 
beaten severely.. .her leg bro- 
ken in four places, and her 
hand burned from the tip of her 
little fingers to her wrist. It was 
only then that the ‘‘search was 
on” for Bubba. We learned that 
he had been killed, wrapped in 
a sheet, stuffed in a tool box, 
and dumped into the Dismal 
Swamp three months earlier. 

My grandchildren had suf- 
fered and battled so much 
throughout their young lives that 
it sickened me. My life was 
turned into physical and mental 
chaos. My efforts to understand 
became a plea to stop abusing 
children. I tied a blue ribbon on 
my van antenna to make people 
wonder. It caught on locally with 
restaurants, businesses, police, 
and TV and radio stations sup- 
porting me in my efforts to make 
it a real awareness campaign. 

Why blue? I intend never to 
forget the battered, bruised 
bodies of my grandchildren. 
Blue serves as a constant 
reminder to me to fight for pro- 
tection for our children. Every 
day I pray that our children will 
be allowed to hear the sounds 
of a different drummer. 

Join me... we must protect 
our most precious gift of all. . . our 
children. Please, wear a blue 
ribbon... put one on your car... 
give one to your friends... tel I 
them what it means... you may 
save a child’s life! 

If you suspect ANYTHING is 
happening to your children... 
your grandchildren. ..the child 
next door.. .PLEASE ACT! If you 
get no response, try again! You 
may not hear their screams... 
you may not see their bruis- 
es... so check for the pain 
and the screams in their 
eyes. . . Watch. . . for the 
screams in their eyes.

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BILLS: Legislation by locals OK’d

court meeting. 

Stumbo ’s HB 5 addresses 
prompt payment of Medicaid 
claims by managed-care com- 
panies. 

Among other things, the 
bill establishes an appeals 
process in the Department of 
Insurance to handle disputes 
between managed-care com- 
panies and medical providers. 
Those disputes are currently 
handled by the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services. 

Another successful Stum- 
bo bill, HB 7, authorizes six 
state universities to issue 
agency bonds for 11 specific 
building construction projects 
at a collective cost of approxi- 
mately $363 million. The 
projects will be funded by the 
universities’ own revenue 
streams, not state dollars. 

Stumbo also sponsored a 
bill that amends a portion of 
the new so-called “pill mill 
law” concerning pain man- 
agement clinics and other 
controlled substances-related 
issues. 

HB 217 makes adjust- 
ments to the law approved last 
year by easing some reporting 
requirements when pain med- 
ications are dispensed for 
legitimate needs while 
upholding the original bill’s 
intention of stopping prescrip- 
tion drug abuse. 

Mandatory reporting to the 
Kentucky All- Schedule Pre- 
scription Electronic Reporting 
system (KASPER) will be 
lifted for hospitals and long- 
term care facilities. Exemp- 
tions would also be made for 
post- surgery patients, end-of- 
life patients, and some speci- 
fied other patients with a clear 
medical need for increased 
pain management. 

Another bill sponsored by 
Stumbo that was passed dur- 
ing the session was HB 260, 
which relates to tax increment 
financing. The bill allows the 
Kentucky Economic Devel- 
opment Finance Authority to 
reduce from $200 million to 
$150 million the maximum 
capital investment required on 
certain signature TIF projects. 

Collins, a Wittensville 
Democrat, saw four of his 
bills approved during the ses- 
sion. 

HB 63 clarifies the prohi- 
bitions established for trustees 
and employees of the board of 
the legislative judicial retire- 



ment system, while HB 173 
clarifies the eligibility of 
motor vehicles leased by local 
governments to bear official 
license plates. 

Collins’ HB 174 creates a 
transit tag for vehicles pur- 
chased in Kentucky to be 
transported out of state. The 
tags will be valid for 15 days 
from issuance, with the expi- 
ration date to be shown on the 
tag in a tamper-resistant man- 
ner. 

HB 313 clarifies that vehi- 
cles in possession of a dealer 
or auction dealer, for the pur- 
pose of sale where ownership 
has not been transferred to the 
dealer, to be taxed as goods 
held for sale in the regular 
course of business as with all 
other vehicles held for sale in 
the inventory of a licensed 
dealer. 

Turner, a Democrat from 
Prestonsburg, had one bill 
passed during the legislative 
session. 

His Senate Bill 98 will 
allow county law library trust- 
ees in counties that fund the 
county law library to purchase 
equipment and to house mate- 
rials and equipment in a Court 
of Justice facility. 

Other bills passed during 
the session include: 

• House Bill 290, which 
will establish by statute an 
independent review panel to 
investigate cases of child 
deaths and near-fatal injuries. 
The panel will be given access 
to complete records of the 
Cabinet for Health and Fami- 
ly Services, as well as infor- 
mation from law enforcement 
and other agencies involved 
in the cases. 

• Senate Bill 15, named the 
Bryan Durman Act in honor 
of a Lexington police officer 
who was killed by a hit-and- 
run driver in 2010, which will 
ensure that a person convicted 
of criminal homicide in the 
killing of a police or fighter 
on duty doesn’t become eligi- 
ble for probation or parole 
until 85 percent of a sentence 
is served. 

• HB 41, which will allow 
some felony offenders in pris- 
on or under state supervision 
to request testing and analysis 
of their DNA as case evi- 
dence. 

• SB 50, which creates an 
administrative framework for 
the growing of hemp in Ken- 
tucky if the crop is legalized 
by the federal government. 

• HB 3, which will 



strengthen human trafficking 
laws while protecting victims 
from prosecution for crimes 
they were forced to commit. 
The legislation will offer 
assistance to agencies respon- 
sible for helping human traf- 
ficking victims by creating a 
“human trafficking victims 
fund” supported by service 
fees paid by convicted human 
traffickers, proceeds from 
seized and forfeited assets of 
traffickers, and any grants, 
contributions, or other funds 
that may become available. 

• SB 1, which will make 
the absentee voting process 
easier for Kentuckians serv- 
ing overseas in the military. 
The legislation will allow 
members of the armed forces, 
their spouses and others serv- 
ing overseas to register to vote 
and request and receive 
absentee ballots electronical- 

iy- 

• SB 125, which will 
include critical congenital 
heart disease testing as part of 
the newborn screening pro- 
gram. 

• HB 164, which will 
allow people to use electronic 
insurance cards on their smart 
phones or other electronic 
devices as proof of motor 
vehicle insurance. Drivers 
will still be required to keep 
paper insurance cards in their 
vehicles. 

• SB 2, which will offer a 
plan to ease the state’s public 
pension debt and HB 440 
offers a financing component 
to the plan. SB 2 will require 
the state to contribute the full 
amount recommended by 
actuaries to the pension sys- 
tem each year beginning in 
fiscal year 2015. Rather than a 
defined-benefit plan, the leg- 
islation offers future public 
workers a hybrid cash balance 
plan with a guaranteed four 
percent return on contribu- 
tions. On the funding side of 
the issue, HB 440 will gener- 
ate almost $100 million a year 
from tax changes that include 
a $10 reduction in the per- 
sonal income tax credit, a 
trade-in credit for new cars, a 
cap on vendor compensation 
for sales tax collection, and 
enhanced collection efforts by 
the state Department of Rev- 
enue. 

• HB 279, which specifies 
that government shall not bur- 
den a person’s freedom of 
religion. The legislation states 
that an action motivated by a 
sincerely held religious belief

mental interest. HB 279 was 
vetoed by the governor; the 
veto was overridden by the 
House and Senate. 

• SB 64, which will ensure 
that students earning Ken- 
tucky Educational Excellence 
Scholarships aren’t penalized 
in the amount of scholarship 
money they receive if they 
graduate from high school in 
three years rather than four. 

• SB 97, which will allow 
school districts to increase the 
compulsory attendance age to 
18 beginning in the 2015 
school year. Districts that do 
so must have programs and 
resources in place for students 
at-risk of not graduating. The 
increased compulsory atten- 
dance age will become man- 
datory statewide four years 
after 55 percent of Kentucky 
school districts adopt it. 

• HB 172, which will 
encourage schools to possess 
at least two epinephrine auto- 
injectors in case one is needed 
for a student having a life- 
threatening allergic or ana- 
phylactic reaction. 

• SB 72, which will require 
attendance at suicide preven- 
tion training programs at least 
once every six years for social 
workers, marriage and family 



therapists, professional coun- 
selors, fee-based pastoral 
counselors, alcohol and drug 
counselors, psychologists, 
and occupational therapists. 

• HB 8, which will contin- 
ue the state’s efforts to update 
laws regarding synthetic 
drugs to ensure that newly 
developed, harmful synthetic 
drugs are listed as controlled 
substances. 

• HB 180, which will 
require the Kentucky Board 
of Education to establish a 
statewide evaluation system 
for all certified personnel. The 
Department of Education, in 
consultation with teacher and 
principal steering committees, 
will develop the system prior 
to the 2014-2015 school year. 

• SB 95, which will extend 
the five-year tuition waiver 
eligibility period for adopted 
children who serve in the mil- 
itary. 

• HB 222, which will 
establish a crime victim pro- 
tection program in the Secre- 
tary of State’s Office to allow 
domestic violence victims to 
have personal information, 
such as addresses, redacted 
from public voter registration 
roles. The legislation will also 
allow victims in the program 
to vote by mail-in absentee 
ballot.

Girl Scouts help 
animal shelter 



PAINTSVILLE - Girl 
Scouts Troop 40 is hosting an 
animal shelter shower to ben- 
efit Whiskers or Wags 
(WOW), the Johnson County 
Animal Shelter project. 

“April Showers Bring Ani- 
mal Power” is a slogan that 
members of the troop will be 
spreading across the commu- 
nity. 

“For five years in a row, 
Kentucky has remained the 
worse state in the nation for 
animal abuse, according to 
research from the animal legal 
defense fund,” Girl Scout 
Troop 40 co-leader Shawna 
Howell said. “To kick off 
Kentucky’s Animal Week cel- 
ebrated on April 6th, our troop 
has partnered with WOW to 
change the public perception 
on animal treatment and to 
save animal lives.” 

In Johnson County last 
year alone, 462 dogs were 
transported to the county 
garage by the dog catcher. 
Forty-three dogs were rescued 
by WOW ; however, in 2011, 
over 600 dogs were transport- 
ed to the garage and none 
were rescued. County garage 
staff explained the lack of res- 
cue was due to the fact WOW 
had not yet been formed. 
Unless rescued, dogs and cats 
were euthanized. 

Since the time it was 
founded, WOW volunteers 
have been pushing to open the 
animal shelter, and only 
recently have they been 
offered property for this pur- 
pose. 

“Beginning in April and 
lasting until June, each scout 
will chose a specific duty to 
help save these pets lives,” 
Howell said, adding that every 
animal deserves a chance. 

The girls — Samarra How- 
ell, Brooke Collins, Courtney 
Patrick, Chelsey Spradlin, and 
Emily and Hillary Boyd — 
duties will consist of collect- 
ing newspapers and clipping 



coupons, launching a media 
campaign to improve animal 
treatment, collecting dona- 
tions from local businesses 
and schools, gathering mate- 
rial to disburse to the public 
on proper animal treatment, 
and coordinating troop train- 
ings and tours on pet safety. 
Girl Scouts will also recycle 
shirts, sweaters and odd socks 
by hand-making dog rope 
toys, dog beds, and cat nip- 
filled toys.

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Spring 
clean and 
revive your 
PC

Many folks bring them- 
selves and their homes out 
of the winter doldrums 
with a frenzy of spring 
cleaning and organizing. 
One area of your house you 
might neglect, however, is 
your computer. 

Fortunately, cleaning 
and de-cluttering your PC 
is easy to do and doesn’t 
take much time. It’ll pro- 
long the life of your 
machine and help you get 
more work done faster. 

That means you can 
spend more time outside, 
enjoying the longer, warm- 
er days ! 

Clean that hardware 

Your PC has collected 
some dust bunnies since its 
last cleaning. These trap 
heat and shorten the life of 
your system. 

There there’s your key- 
board, which probably has 
a fair amount of bread and 
potato chip crumbs lodged 
between the keys. Don’t 
even get me started on the 
germs your keyboard, 
mouse and touchpad col- 
lect! 

Time for some do-it- 
yourself detailing. 

First, turn off your 
computer or laptop and 
unplug it. If your keyboard 
and mouse are wired, 
unplug them from the com- 
puter. If they’re wireless, 
shut them off and remove 
the batteries. 

A few blasts of com- 
pressed air should take 
care of any dust on the 
keyboard and debris stuck 
between keys. Next, swab 
your keyboard and mouse 
with bleach-free disinfect- 
ing wipes to remove grime. 
You can also use cotton 
swabs dipped in isopropyl 
alcohol for a deep clean 
between the keys. 

For your monitor 
screen, use a soft, slightly 
damp lint-free cloth. Don’t 
use cleaners that contain 
ammonia. 

If you’re confident 
enough to open up the 
inside of a PC desktop 
case, now’s a good time to 
remove dust buildup on the 
case fans, air vents, moth- 
erboard and CPU heatsink 
and fan. On a laptop, blow 
compressed air into the 
intakes along the side. 

Zap those viruses 

In addition to compro- 
mising your privacy, spy- 
ware and viruses bog down 
your PC’s performance. 

Scan your machine 
with reputable anti-virus 
and anti- spyware programs 
to combat this threat. If 
you need anti-virus soft- 
ware and spyware remov- 
er, visit my Security Cen- 
ter for free programs. Run 
the scans and remove any 
threats that pop up. 

Remember to update 
your security programs 
often so you can stay pro- 
tected from emerging 
threats. Weekly scans help, 
too. 

Free up and optimize 
hard disk space 

Windows uses free hard 
disk space for extra memo- 
ry. A hard drive that’s near- 
ly full will slow down your 
computer. 

First, get rid of tempo- 
rary Internet and Windows 
files with the free pro- 
gram CCleaner. 

Two more free pro- 
grams help. Grab Revo 
Uninstaller to thoroughly 
remove any programs you 
don’t use anymore. Zap 
trial software and other 
unwanted bloatware 
with PC Decrapifier. 

Still bumping up 
against your hard drive’s 
storage limit? Consider 
moving your photo, video 
or music library to an 
external drive. Use a free 
disk-visualizing program 
such as WinDirStat to see 
what other applications 
and files are taking up the 
most space.

Project Caring Across the 
County is a local organiza- 
tion of health care profes- 
sionals that includes Big 
Sandy Health Care, Floyd 
County Family Resource 
Youth Services Centers, 
Floyd County Health Depart- 
ment, Floyd County Schools 
and Saint Joseph Martin. 

Eight days of health 
screenings and educational 
events will be held through- 
out May and July at various 
locations in the county. The 
events will provide easy 
access to free health screen- 
ings and information for the 
community. 

The health fair events are 
planned for May 22-23 from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. at the Floyd 
County Health 

Department;June 26-27 from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. at Betsy 
Layne Elementary School; 
and July 16-17 from 8 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. at Allen Central 
High School 

Services available at the 
events will include physical 
exams; women breast and 
cervical cancer screening; 
diabetes screenings; dental 
care for adults such as clean- 
ing, fillings and extractions; 
colon cancer screenings; and 
health information on smok- 
ing cessation, heart health 
and cancer. 

Services will be available 
on a first-come, first-served 
basis. Light refreshments 
will be offered to accommo- 
date those seeking multiple 
services. Many of the ser- 
vices available are for per- 
sons who are uninsured and 
income-eligible. Dental ser- 
vices will be available for 
persons 21 and older without 
dental insurance. 

The events are part of

County Schools, Floyd 
County Senior Citizens, 
Graceway United Methodist 
Church, Kentucky State 
Police Post 9, Mountain 
Regional Prevention Center 
and Saint Joseph Martin. 

Dental and oral health 
was identified as a particular 
area of need during focus 
groups conducted in the 
community in 2005. In 
response, the partners 
launched a dental screening 
program in collaboration 
with Floyd County Schools 
that has grown to include 
screenings for all students in 
kindergarten through twelfth 
grade. 

Thanks to a grant from 
the Appalachian Regional 
Commission, dental screen- 
ing and outreach is now 
being expanded to include 
adults in Floyd County 
through events such as the 
upcoming health fairs. The 
Appalachian Commission is 
a federal-state partnership 
that works for sustainable 
community and economic 
development in Appalachia. 

The Robert Wood John- 
son Foundation and the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin Popula- 
tion Health Institute recently 
released its fourth annual 
County Health Rankings, 
which ranked Floyd County 
120 th among Kentucky’s 
120 counties based on a vari- 
ety of health indicators. 

“Though these health 
rankings show there is much 
work to be done to improve 
the health of our county, we 
have made great strides over 
the past 10 years to improve 
access to screening and care 
for Floyd County residents” 
said Kathy Stumbo, presi- 
dent of Saint Joseph Martin. 
“Working together, we can 
continue to improve our 
health rankings and create a 
culture of health in our com- 
munity.” 

The County Health Rank- 
ings show that how long and 



how well people live depends 
on multiple factors beyond 
just their access to medical 
care. It examines 25 factors 
that influence health, includ- 
ing rates of childhood pov- 
erty, rates of smoking, obe- 
sity levels, teen birth rates, 
access to physicians and 
dentists, rates of high school 
graduation and college atten- 
dance, access to healthy 
foods, levels of physical 
inactivity, and percentages 
of children living in single 
parent households.
